AN ORDINANCE superceding General Ordinance No. G-11-64, 
adopting the provisions of the "Abandoned Vehicle Act" 
of 1969, Ch. 374, Section 1 (IC 9—9—1— 1 et seq.) for the 
implementation by and for the City of Fort Wayne, 
prohibiting the abandoning of vehicles on public 
or private premises therein, and providing 
penalties for the violation thereof. 

WHEREAS, vehicles are abandoned and discarded in the City of Fort 

Wayne; and 

WHEREAS, said vehicles are detrimental to the health and well being 
of the people unless removed and properly disposed; and 

WHEREAS, the General Assembly of the State of Indiana has enacted 
the "Abandoned Vehicle Act" of 1969, Ch. 374, Section 1 (IC 9~9 - l~l et. seq.) 
which provides for the disposal of abandoned and junk vehicles; and 

WHEREAS, in order to adopt said Act, the Common Council must 
designate a "Public Agency" to implement its provisions; and 

WHEREAS, the Common Council desires to adopt the provisions of 
said act, to establish local procedures for the removal, storage and disposal of 
abandoned and junk vehicles in the City of Fort Wayne, to prohibit the abandoning 
of vehicles on public or private premises therein and to provide penalties for the 
violation thereof. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. It shall be unlawful for any person to abandon any 
vehicle on any public or private premises within the City or to leave any vehicle 
at any place within the City for such time and under circumstances which would 
reasonably make such vehicle appear to have been abandoned. No person shall 
leave any partially dismantled, non-operating, wrecked or junked vehicle on any 
public or private premises within the City. 

SECTION 2. That the Board of Public Works shall and is hereby de¬ 
nominated as the "Public Agency" which shall be responsible for the removal, 
storage and disposal of abandoned vehicles, as designated in the "Abandoned 
Vehicle Act"; and in order to facilitate the removal of such abandoned vehicles 
or parts, the Board of Public Works may employ such personnel and acquire such 
equipment, property and facilities as are necessary for the purpose of removal, 
storage and disposition of such abandoned vehicles, not in conflict with the 
"Abandoned Vehicle Act", or the Board of Public Works may contract with private 
towing firms or individuals in such business on an annual basis to provide the 
equipment, storage area and facilities for the removal and disposal. 

SECTION 3. The Board of Public Works shall establish at periodic

times and place for the sale or disposal of all such vehicles impounded under the 
ordinance. Any monies received shall be placed in the "Junk Vehicle Fund" . 
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SECTION 4. All of the powers, purposes, provisions and definitions 
contained in said act are now incorporated by reference in this ordinance and made 
a part thereof. 

SECTION 5. The owner of such abandoned or junk vehicle may in 
lieu of the above provisions voluntarily provide for the removal and disposal of 
said vehicle by executing an abandoned vehicle removal waiver with the Board 
of Public Works . 

SECTION 6. Any person violating any provision of this ordinance 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction thereof, shall be fined in 
the amount not exceeding $300 or be imprisoned in jail for a period not exceeding 
30 days, or be both so fined and imprisoned. Each day such violation is committed 
or permitted to continue shall constitute a separate offense and shall be punish¬ 
able as such hereunder.
